fort called Hie Castle of San .1mm de 
Ulna, one mile from the mainlnml on 
an island, mid also contains an arse- 
nal. dry dock, shipynrd, lighthouse mid 
military prison. 


The city itself is perhaps the quaint- 


est and most cosmopolitan of the ports 
of Mexico and is a mixture of the an- 
tique and modern. 
There are main- 


line new buildings, and in some place's 
these are sat next to churches and 
dwellings t h a t date from the Spanish 
occupation. The low buildings of the 
old walled city are mostly biillfor cor- 
al, and their domes ami cupolas give 
a pk-lnresqiie effect from the harbor.

icans in 1S-I7. when Ceiieral Scott cap- 
tured it in (be eourse of (be ."Mexican 


war. 
As it is Ihe harbor of (he capi-

Sanitary conditions are now good,
